REOINA.  .July  15.— The  Saskatch 
ewan  Temperance  Act  goes  on  trial 
tomorrow.  For  the  third  time  since 
June  30.  I»15,  when  the  bars  and 
wholesale  liquor  Mtores  in  the  Prov- 
ince were  closed  by  legislatlv*  eaact- 
ment.  the  people  will  have  tha  oppor- 
tunity of  voting  OB  tho  prlaolpls  of 
prohtbitioB.  In  ItlS.  tho  otectofs 
VOtad  out  government  liquor  stores 
by  jfoar  to  one.  ihls  system  having 
bS«n  substituted  by  the  I.,e«lsUture 
for  the  bsts.  Four  years  later  the 
people  voted,  by  S.S.OOO  to  n.S.non.  to 
prohibit  Importation  from  outside  the 
Province,  and  since  that  time  there 
has  been  no  provision  in  Saskatch- 
ewan for  the  legal  purrhjuM  of  in- 
toJtlcatlAg  liquors  for  bovsrac*  por- 
poasa.

Paid  for  Lirettoek  With  F.itwiiion  of  Intereit  Exemptions  Granted 
Lender  liie  Act.  and  Board  to  Have  Power  to  Relocate  Veterans 
Who  Have  Takeo  Up  Mwifeatly  Uimntable  Fwai 


OTTAWA,  .7u1y  15. — Canada's  sol- 
dier settlers  on  the  land,  if  recom- 
■Mpdallons  by  jl  apeclal  commtltec  of 
the  House  are  put  into  effect,  will  be 
given  a  reduction  on  the  price  they 
^ald.  for  livestock  purchaaad  before 
"October  l.  ISSI:  there  will  be  aa  es- 
tenaion  of  tha  Intereet  esemptiena 
granted  under  the  act  ot  two  yeara 
ago  and  tb«.  Soldier  Settlement  Board 
will  be  i^ive'n  power  to  relocata  sol- 
dier eettlera. 

The  report  provides  that  the  Sol- 
dier Settlement  Hoard  shall  Immedi- 
ately make  provision  for  reduction  In 
price  of  all  llveatock  advanced  to  sol- 
dier aettlara  and  purchaaed  previous 
to  October  I.  1S2S.  «  reduction  of  60 
per  oent  on.  the  purehaae  prices.

He  declared  that  hla  whole  policy 
alnce  he  entered  office  had  bean  baaed 
on  tha  eonvtctlon  thdt  there  ooold 
be  BO  peace  In  Europe  until  Great 
Krltaln  and  Pranoe  had  reached  a 
measare  of  unity  which  had  been 
remote  from  their  relations  In  many 
years. 

'While  we  must  irlve  I'rance 
every  sort  of  sympathy  about  the 
Treaty  of  Verealllea."  the  Premier 
continued,  "we  muat  at  the  eame 
time  be  oareful  that  Prance  does  not 
extend  the  legal  provlalona  of  the 
treaty.  It  l»  our  duty  to  ataad  by 
the  treaty,  but  not  by  something 
which  la  plus  and  above  the  treaty."

This  quea- 
tlon  waa  (ILscussed  b>  members  of  the 
prejiM  party  on  the  way  horiic"  It  was 
a  large  question,  and  there  was  natur- 
ally a  lack  of  agreement  In  the 
answera.  Aaaumlng  that  one  merely 
desired  to  live,  and  waa  not  required 
to  make  a  living,  most  of  the  votee 
would  prebabiy  have  been  recorded  in 
favor  6f  Victoria.

There  Is  the  appearance  i>f  per- 
manency and  finish.  Wherever  you 
turn  there  ia  some  prospect  to  de- 
light the  eye  and  satisfy  the  heart. 
The  climate,  you  are  aaaured,  has  all 
the  advantagae  of  California  a(  Its 
beet,  withoat  the  drawbaeka  ef  Cali- 
fornia at  Ha  worst.  It  never  rains 
hut  when  vala  Is  needed:  it  is  never 
too  hot  and  never  too  cold — it  is 
never  cold,  but  JUBt  delightfully  cool 
when  It  Is  the  proper  time  to  he 
cool.  And  lest  the  city  Itself  should 
^become  monotonous,  there  are  many 
Bcenlc  driveways  Into  the  surround- 
ing countr>'.  The  members  of  the 
party  were  treated  to  a  motor  drive 
to  the  famous  Butchart  Gardena,  a 
wonderfully  beautiful  spot.

OKANAOAN  FHUIT  INIH^ITRY 

The  fruit  indurtry  of  BHttob  C  • 
hinil.i.i  Has  hern  pataing  through 
trying  time*  during  recent  yeara.  On 
Vancouver  Ulwid  this,  year  and  U.«>t 
year  f-t^icrc  were  sliort  cropa  in  small 
Iruita  due  to  druuglit  co;iditions  with 
the  result  that  many  of  the  growers, 
instead  of  rrali>iM^'  even  a  modest 
profit,  lost  money.  It  is  on  the  Mam* 
land,  however,  that  the  fntit  aituation 

apB*ars  to  ^^'^'^  more  ure 

carious  cotudition*  and  so  far  as  the 
Okanagah  is  concerned,  especially  in 

regard  to  apples,  it  is  f^H  time  th.n 
the  whole  problem  was  considered 
with  a  view  to  seeing  what  may  be 
done  to  remove  the  present  handi- 
caps. The  product  of  British  Co- 
lumbia in  applet  is  unusually  good. 
It  has  won  prizes  add  gold  medals 
on  mani"  occasions  in  competition 
with  the  best  apples  produced  else- 
where, and  it  might  be  assumed  that 
because  of  the  fame  of  these  apples 
there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  f-nding 
ing  a  steady  and  permanent  market. 
It  appears,  however,  that  so  far  as 
British  Columbia  apples  arc  con- 
cerned their  market  in  Britain  it  a 
4ecli|iing  on^.  The  growers  say  that 
they  cannot  compete  with  the  pro- 
duce of  Oregon  and  Washington. 

VVithhi  the  last  few  ponths  Mr.  W. 
Black.  luiropcan  inaiiaRcr  of  the  Pr- 
partment  of  Colonuaiion  and  de- 
velopment of  the  Canadian  National 
Railways,  has  written  to  this  rountry 
regarding  the  absence  of  Canadian 
goods  from  the  British  market.  He 
Here  are  his  words;  "Amid  rows  of 
marie  particular  reference  to  apples, 
well  labelled  boxes  piled  high  from 
the  States  of  Oregon  and  Washing- 
ton we  search  ni  vain  at  Covent  Gar- 
den ior  the  brands  whicii  are  produced 
to  tudi  perfection  in  Britiah  Colum- 
bia, only  to  be  told  that  none  are  be- 
ing offered  thit  year,  that  the  com- 
petition from  the  States  to  the  south 
is  too  keeik".  He  has  some  advice  to 
offer  in  this  regard,  and,  indeed,  in 
regard  to  the  marketing  of  all  Ca- 
nadian goods  a^d  it  is  sensible  advice 
which  may  explain  to  some  extent 
why  there  is  not  a  greater  expansion 
in  our  overseas  markets,  and  why  it 
is  not  always  easy  to  hold  markets 
once  they  are  secured.  Mr.  Black 
•ays  that  hereafter  it  witt  be  neces- 
sarv  f'T  Canadian  producers  to  give 
greater  attention  to  standardizing 
tMcir  goods,  if  they  are  to  claim  a 
place  ii'  the  greater  market  of  the 
world.  Denmark  is  able  to  outbid 
every  country  in  marketing  her  butter 
and  the  reason  is  superior  producing 
and  marketing  organisation.  Mr. 
Black  says  that  if  Canada  is  to  have 
the  share  of  the  British  market  which 
is  rightly  hers  she  must  follow 
largely  in  the  footsteps  of  the  Pane. 
Uniform  standards  in  food  produc- 
tion must/ be  adopted  and  maintained. 

Mr.  Black  draws  particular  atten- 
tion to  a  consignment  of  Nova  Scotia 
apples  which  arrived  in  London  in 
barrels  but  thp  quality  when  exposed 
for  'sale  did  not  average  as  well  as 
might  be  expected.  Too  large  a  per- 
centage was  bruised.  The  packing 
evidently  was  poor.  The  condition 
of  these  apples  meant  that  the  pos 
sibic  market  fur  them  in  the  future 
was  reduced.  Perhaps  there  is  a 
lesson,  too,  for  British  Columbia  in 
this  respect.  The  problem  for  solu- 
tion, however,  is  to  hiid  out  why  the 
Okanagan  produce  is  unable  to  com- 
pete successfully,  and  by  successfully 
we  mean  in  obtaining  markets,  with 
the  produce  of  Oregon  and  Wash- 
ington. Is  It  paikinR.  or  grading,  or 
the  price  of  labor,  ur  the  lack  of  co- 
operative methods  of  marketing, 
that  IS  at  fatilt Tlte  Okanagan  has 
been  producing  fruit  long  enough  to 
have  reached  some  basis  of  perfection 
in  the  disposal  of  products  which  arc 
admittedly  of  very  high  quality. 

SOVIKT  PROPAOAHPa' 

At  a  time  when  Kovernmcntal  ef- 
forts are  being  made  to  negotiate 
trade  treaties  between  Britain  and 
Soviet  Russia  the  Congress  of  the 
Third  Internationale  at  Moacow  has 
been  outlining  what  Communism 
must  do  in  Britain.  Ita  officials  are 
also  members  of  the  Soviet  Govern- 
ment. Its  dictum  is  that  the  Inter- 
nationale must  cultivate  this  fruitful 
field  (Britain)  more  than  any  other 
until  the  British  ^ommunist  Party 
has  become  a  real  ■power,  dominating 
the  trade  ttiilotii  md  tke  whole  oi  the 
Labor  Party.  The  Communists  must 
establish  their  own  daily  l-.n^Iish 
Communist  newspaper;  they  must 
worm  their  way  into  the  vital  centres 

of  trade  unionism  and  create  a  re\,, 
lutionary  left  wing;  they  must  make 
special  efforts  to  iafluence  British 
working-class  youth;  and  thty  must 
attack,  the  colonial  question  boldly, 
aa  bcoomea  miNtatt  loish^vists.

RBTAININd  THB  SUDAN 

On  one  question  of  Overseas  policy 

Cox  rrimicnt  of  Mr  Ram«a> 
.MacUonald  has  taken  a  definite 
stand*.  Britain  is  net  to  hand  the 
Sudan  over  to  Egypt.  She  is  -to  re- 
main there  as  the  predominant  part- 
ner and  that  conditioa  aults  the 
Sudanese  Tiiere  is  no  political 
atmosphere  in  the  Sudan.  Its  people 
do  not  want  to  become  subservient 
to  the  Egyptians,  whom  they  iii> 
trust.  This  position  is  recognized 
and  Britain  has  made  very  definite 
promises  to  the  Sudanese,  in  response 
to  their  applications,  that  under  no 
circumstances  will  the  present  regime 
be  changed  or  British  control  weak- 
ened The  Sudanese  are  widely  dif- 
ferent in  origin,  character,  and  in- 
tetligciice  to  the  Egyptians.  There 
is  no  real  commuViity  of  relii^ion  and 
language.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is 
that  Britain  occupies  a  position  of 
guardianship  in  the  Sudan.  She  holds 
the  political  rights  of  the  people  in 
trust  and  ihe  \people  are  perfectly 
satisfied  that  tnis  condition  shquld 
continue.  Egypt  wants  the  Sudan, 
but  her  desire  is  in  the  nature  of  a 
political  slogan  for  she  would  experi- 
ence the  BTcatest  difficulty  in  ruling 
the  country  if  she  actually  acquired 
it.  So  long  as  Briuin  inaigtains  her 
present  attitude,  the  Sudanese  will 
be  protected  and  any  claim  made  at 
the  A«fllo>£g]rptUn.  negnfiilinnv 
shortly  to  be  held,  will  come  to 
naught. 

The  centennary  of  Lord  Kclvn  s 
birth  was  commemorated  last  month. 
The  late  Lord  Kelvin  enjoyed  the 
reputation  of  being  the  f"ieniost 
mathematical  physicist  of  his  day. 
Modesty  was  the  hall  mark. of  hit 
charaeter.  He  said  of  himself  in 
speaking  at  the  jubilee  of  his  pro- 
fessorship at  Glasgow;  "One  word 
characterises  the  most  strenuous  of 
the  efforts  for  tlie  advancement  of 
science  that  1  have  made  pcrscveringly 
during  55  years:  that  word  is  failure. 
1  know  no  more  of  electric  and  niag- 
neiie  force,  or  nf  the  relation  between 
ether,  electricity  and  of  ponderable 
matter,  or  of  chemical  affinity,  than  I 
knew  and  tried  to  teach  to  my  stu- 
dents of  natural  philosophy  50  years 
ago  in  my  first  session  as  professor  ' 
Despite  hi'>  own  estimate  of  his 
knowledge  he  cut  deeply  into  physi- 
cal science  and  left  his  mark  on  his 
generation. 

Whatever  heiglfts  of  oratory  were 

reached  at  the  recent  Democratic 
National  Convention  in  Hew  York 
the  music  furnished  for  the  occasion 
was  not  particularly  inspiring.  The 
battle  hyiiiii  played  by  Governor 
Smith's  brass  bands,  and  not  only 
played  but  played  ad  nauseam,  was 
a  SOUR  known  as  "The  Sidewalks  of 
New  Votk,"  composed  some  thirty 
years  ago.

Unemployed  juveniles  of  both  sexes 
between  the  ages  of  16  and  18  arc 
provided  with  tasks,  known  as  "duty 
work'  hv  the  authorities  at  Frank- 
fort-on  Mam.  It  appears  that  dis- 
abled ex-service  men,  war  widows, 
mothers  with  large  families,  the  old 
and  intirm  and  public  institutions  may 
call  on  the  services  of  the  unem- 
ployed juveniles  to  go  on  errands  of 
all  kinds,  to  do  housework,  to  fetch 
and  to  carry.   They  are  required  to 

do  12  hoars  of  this  nature  .if  work  a 
week  tMd  receive  a  further  12  hours 
instruction  usually  by  out  of  work 
teachers  also  doing  "duty  work  " 
The  object  is  to  foster  the  spirit  of 
social  service.  Germany  in  this  re 
spect  is  teaching  a  lesson  to  other 
countries  in  dealing  >Hritll  her  problem 
of  unemployment.

Under  the  old  system  the  political 
parties  carried  the  absentee  voter  to 
the  place  where  he  was  registered 
and  paid  his  travelling  expenses,  and 
sometimes.  H  is  said,    some  of  his> 

other  expenses, 'out  of  the  campaign 
fund.  That  system  is  said  to  have 
been  productive  or  provocative  of 
corruption.  The  latter  system  seems 
to  have  been  productive  of  confusion, 
and  there  are  hints  that  it  may  have 
been  provocative  of  cormpttpn.

.\t  any  rate,  the  present  system  of 

absentee  voting  does  not  seem  to 
have  been  as  satisfactory  as  was 
anticipated.  The  chief  scat  of  trouble 
appears  to  be  Vancouver,  the  centre 
of  nearly  all  the  political  ills  that  be- 
set the  Province  of  British  Colum- 
bia. The  C'rinservatives  up  there  are 
charging  that  irregularities  have 
taken  place  in  taking  and  handling 
the  votes  and  the  Prohibitionists  and 
Moderationists  arc  demanding  re- 
counts. What  with  delay  in  accu- 
rately aseertainin>;  the  results  of  the 
election  and  other  thing.s,  the  ab- 
sentee vote  is  proving  a  sonrec  of 
conaiderablc  trouble.

They  are  even  worse  in 
Europe,  except  in  that  part  of  Europe 
which  seems  to  be  more  or  lets  im- 
pervious to  the  ups  and  downs  of 
business,  to  wit:  Great  Britain.  .Xnd 
there  are  certain  aspects  of  the  times 
in  Great  Britain  that  are  not  alto 
gether  reassuring.  The  political  con- 
ditions over  there  are  very  unsettled, 
and  where  the  political  conditions 
are  unstable,  there  is  more  or  lest 

uncertainty  in  butinets.

Men  who  arc  gifted  with  the 
faculty  of  reading  the  signs  of  the 
business  times  tell  us  that 'there  can 
be  no  real  prosperity  in  the  world 
until  the  after-the-war  problems  of 
Europe  have  been  solved:  that  all  the 
business  of  the  world  is  interlocked, 
and  that  the  depressing  effects  of  the 
situation  in  Europe  arc  felt  by  busi- 
ness throughout  all  the  other,  even 
the  most  remote,  parts  of  the 'earth.

The    business    tnterests    of  the 

United  States,  up  till  the  present 
year,  believed  that  they  were  immune 
from  the  effects  of  the  wftf*  and  the 
unsettlenieiit  and  unrest  that  fol- 
lowed the  war.  Now  the  same  in- 
terest* confess  that  they  may  have 
been  mistaken.  The  times  are  not 
good  in  the  United  States.  Many  of 
the  great  manufacturing  establish- 
ments have  reduced  their  output  and 
theil'  producing  forces.  The  farmers 
of  the  United  States  complain  bitter- 
ly about  tinremunerative  '  markets. 
The  tunes  are  not  good  in  Canada, 
notwithstanding  the  bountiful  harvest 
of  last  year.  The  crop  of  between 
four  and  five  hundred  million  bushels 
of  wheat,  with  hundreds  of  millions 
of  bushels  of  other  grain  thrown  in 
for  Kood  measure,  has  not  restored 
good  times  in  Canada.  There  are 
said  to  be  three  thooaanii  empty 
houses  in  Toronto,  with  a  tor 
responding  number  in  Montreal  and 
Winnipeg.    Toronto,  Montreal  and 

Winnipeg  are  the  rr))resenlati\ e  Imsi 
ness  cities  of  that  part  of  Canada  ly- 
ing to  the  east  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains, and  the  fact  may  be  assumed 
that  the  conditions  there  are  repre- 
senUtive  of  the  conditions  of  all  the 
districts  of  which  they  are  the 
centres.

The  depression  in  the  United 
States  is  attributed  by  some  to  the 
|)residential  election.  We  do  not 
understand  why  men  should  cease 
to  do  business  because  they  are 
called  upon  to  devote  their  at- 
tention for  a  short  time  to 
politics.  We  do  not  believe  that 
the  business  men  of  the  United 
States  are  siuh  ar<lenf  politicians  as 
that  attribution  implies.  Uncer- 
tainty regarding  fiscal  policies  might 
have  an  effect  upon  business,  but  as 
between  Republicans  and  Democrats 
there  is  very  Httle  diflferenee  on  fiscal 
matters.  I'.oth  believe  in  and  prar 
tice  protection  in  the  superlative  de- 
gree. Nothing  of  a  superficial  char- 
acter has  any  psrtimlar  eflfert  upon 
business,  and  the  business  men  of 
both  Canada  and  the  United  States 
believe  that  politics  is  in  the  Mfkcst 
degree  superficial.

Prosperity,  therefore,  doea  not 
abound  because  the  basinesa  condi- 
tions are  possibly  not  tuisonnd,  but 
certainly  unfavorable.

1'nder  the 
present  law  where  two  srbltratora 
cannot  agree  on  the  third  he  t^  ap- 
pointed by  the  Minister  of  Ijibor.  The 
Senate  amende, l  thla  to  give  the  right

In  auch  cases  to  the  Chief  Justice  of 
the  province  of  which  the  disputn  Is, 
or  if  ths  dtapute  affecte  mors  than 
one  provinee,  to  ths  Chief  Justlcs 
of  Canada.
